One of the worst disasters in 
the history of southern. railroad- 
ing occurred on the Knoxville 


‘division of the Southern railway 


yesterday. 

Two heavily loaded passenger 
trains, running nearly forty miles 
an hour, crashed together as they 
rounded a curve near New Mar- 
ket, Tenn. 

Coaches were split into kin- 
dling wood and about one hun- 
dred and seventy-five persons 
were killed and injured. It is 
known that 54 persons were killed 
and 120 injured. Twenty of the 
latter will die. 

The casualties were all in the 
day coaches. The sleepers did 
not leave the track and none of 
the occupants was injured. 

The horror was due to the fail- 
ure of the westbound engineer— 
either through disobedience or 
carelessness—to read his orders 
correctly. He was instructed to 
wait for the eastbound train at 
New Market, but, unheeding or- 
ders, he dashed on with his load 
of human freight to death. 

It is even possible that the en- 


* gineer was dead before the trains 


crashed. 

Why he did not heed orders 
will neVer be known, as he is 
a mangled corpse under the 
wreckage of his engine.

Transfer Thins the Ranks. 


“Talking of the transferging of outfits, 
that, too, has got to be taken into con- 
sideration as a cause, and In the aggre- 
gate a big cause of desertions. Men who 
enlist in a certain part of the country for 
service in that same section don't like rto 
make a long shift to a different part with 
another climate. More desertions result 
from the shifting about ef regiments 
than ever appear in the figures. 

Soldiers who get mixed up with women 
‘outside the post gates are particularly 
\Hable to desert when their outfits are or- 
‘dered away. The soldier rarely has the 
funds to pay the woman’s way to the 
new station and he doesn‘t feel like leav- 
ing her, and there’s only one thing—so he 
imagines—left, and that Is to quit.

This formation was copied far and

his famous “flying wedge,” until then the 
most startling and radically new thing 
football had yet seen. In thig a line 
of four men were grouped on one side 
“bout 20 yards back of mid field, another 
line of five men on the other side equaliyv 
far back. The quarter. alone, with the 
ball a little back of midfield, and a good 
runner behind him completed the battle 
array. On signal the two lines bore 
down toward the quarter, and. as they 
were about to meet in front of him, as 
the result of their converging run, the 
quarter nassed the ball back to the run- 
ner and the maas with great momentum 
sped on, and the other team could do 
nothing but stand and wait for them at 
their restraining line until they had pass- 
ed the middle line. 

This play was perhaps suggested by an 
vupening play. used for many years by 
Wiliams college, who divided up their 
team into three sections—rfght, left and 
center—and the quarter, by long and 
short passes, sent the ball to whichever 
group he pleased. Its object was to 
feree opponents to scatter their men 
widely to stop all three Squads of men, 
for they could never tell to which squad 
the ball was to be entrusted. For a 
Nght team it was excellent, as it saved 
them from the terrible collisions unavold- 
able in the eleven-man wedge, while on 
account of the scattered position of op- 
ponents it put a premium on individual 
fast running and dodging—a game at 
which the Hight man always excels.

from midfield to send the ball over the 
immortal Hinkey, the greatest end the 
game has yet produced, for a touchdown, 
the first that had been scored on Yale 
that year. 

Meanwhile Yale was learning more and

came the most celebrated of that time— 


perhaps of any time. But Harvard 
solved it at last—the best thing the 
Crimson had vet done—and after her in 
quick succession all other teams, so that 
by the end of another four years every- 


body, even Penn, had decided that poor 


brave old Guards Back was dead, and 
with tender, loving hands it was regret- 
fuHy, reverently laid away to its last 
rest. But, had it never been stopped by 
Harvard, it would no longer be feasible, 
for the rules now require six—practically 
seven—men to be on the scrimmage line, 
while pulling the guards back left but 
five on the line. 

Thus we see that constant legislation 
and changes in the playing rules have 
had as much to do with the evolution of 
our present game as has the invention 
and discovery of new plays.

“What the grand jury will do with 
the case 1 do not know, but I shall pre- 
matter to it and impress upon 
that body the importance of the ques- 
tions with which it hag to deal.”’

Speculators in Stock Market 
Theroughly Whipsawed, 


When Market Began to Give Way 


They Thought Rise Over and 
That Nothing But Feeble 
Rallies Would 
Be Met. 


By Robert N. Burnett. 

New York, September 24,—(S8pecial.)— 
The speculative people throughout the 
country have been thoroughly ‘‘whip- 
sawed” this week tn the stock market. 
thus repeating their expériences of the 
early part of the month. Once the mar- 
ket began fo give way they thought the 
rise was Over and there could be noth- 
ing but feebfe rallies. They found strong 
hands at the wheel to check the de- 
cline, and that if we are to have much 
of a recession it will be in the way 
the ‘Spowers that be” direct and as is 
not Mkely to yield much profit to*the 
bears. 

The shorts received a severe drubbing 
the middle of the week. With the judi- 
clous cireulation of rumors about an 
agreement for the payment of Northern 
Securities @ividends, a fight between 
Harriman and. Rockefeller interests for 
control of the Union Pactfic, and other 
mattéra, stocks were made to show great 
atrength. These occasions were used by 
the big people to distribute more of 
teeir holdings at a profit of 6 to a dozen 
points from the purchase price. This 
process ¢an be continued indefinitely, 
so long as no very bad news occurs, or 
such as thas ‘fot already been dis- 
counted. 

Local authorities think a moderate re- 
duation in the corn crop has been dis- 
counted, so far as stocks are concerned; 
that fhe same is the case with cotton. 
There seems no question that the worst 
in the steel trade has been discounted 
and that we stand to see reasonable 
improvement, which in time will carry 
the stee] shares higher, notwithstanding 
the rise they have had. Of course reces- 
sions will occur tn the meantime. Peo- 
ple of high ana low degree in the finan- 
cial district are trying to forecast the 
immediate future of the stock market, 
but opinions widely differ as to its 
merits. The bears claim that the riso 
hae been overdone and that it will be 
utterly impossible for the bankers to qis- 
pose of their holdings without a mate- 
rial @e@Tine, on account of the limited 
buying power. The bulls urge that re- 
viving ‘busfness conditions, together 
with the large crops, justify a contin- 
uation of the upward mvuvement, though 
With occastonal setbacks, that it is for 
the interest of corporations to keep the 
pall rolling upward and stimulating bus- 
iness confidence because of its aid to 
the republican party In the coming elec- 
tien. There is some truth in both views, 
ln ad@&rion to the above points, it should 
he borne fn mind that at the moment 
American securities offer about the best 
inducements that are to be hag in tho 
world's security markets and that the 
disposition of foreigners to lock this 
way for the Mvestment of their sur- 
plus funds is constantly grow!fng. This 
is true for more réasons than one. The 
rather involved condition of European 
politics, and fear that the Russo-Japa- 
nese war may embroil other Puropean 
countries do not, it is conceded, apply 
to any extent to the United States. 
Therefore, prosperity here is likely to 
continue undfsturbed until some calam- 
ity, such as @ crop failure, comes along, 
which we cannot now ~<foresee. The 
chances are rather in favor of only a 
mpderate setback in stocks at this 
time—perhaps smaller than most antic- 
ipate., 


Advance Made With Ease. 

The ease with which stocks were 
marked up during the recent rise recalls 
the statement reported to have been 
made by William Rockefeller, when he 
was once asked how high stocks were 
likely to go. He was quoted as saying 
that if they went up 5 points they would 
advance 10; that the initial rise was 
always the hardest, and that when once 
the ball was set rolling, the pubiic did 
the rest. This netion is based on the 
theory that the public wants an ob- 
ject lesson before it develops enthusiasm 
to buy securities. When a@ man sees 
how easily he could have made $500 
out of a 5-point rise by putting up $1,000 
acs margin on 100 shares many are 
tempted to go in 4ny way after stocks 
have gone up that much, hoping that 
they may go 5 points further. General 
enthusiasm to buy is apt to give mo- 
mentum to the market, which is pre- 
cisely what Mr. Rockefeller meant by 
the remark attributed to him. In the 
great rise of the spring of 1901, there 
was scarcely any recession until. the 
final collapse, for where one person want- 
ed to sel] out, to take profits, two or 
three came in to take his stock off his 
hands, and the demand, for a time, was 
greater than the supply. There {is noth- 
ing at the moment to indicate that such 
a condition of things will develop now. 
At the same time, it may be seid that 
one of the bankers who was interested 
in the present rise, and who had this 
week a profit of about 10 points to his 
account, expressed surprise at the ease 
with which prices were carried up be- 
tween July and September. He proba- 
bly represented the sentiment of the 
market leaders when he said he was 
inclined to hold his stocks for a still 
further rise. 

The steady improvement in the eorn- 
ings of many leading railroads, with 
evidence of ability to greatly reduce Op- 
erating expenses, will have a material 
bearing on the future of the gtock mar- 
ket, gince proof of ability to maintain 
dividends must draw a great deal of 
new capital into this sort of invest- 
ments, The reason for this is the con- 
tinued creation of new wealth and ne- 
cessity for it to find a productive outlet.

New York, September 24.—The New

statement of the New York associated

'making the net increase in loans since 
the above date of $39.447,600 and the 
deposits of $6,780,300. The cash reserve 
showed a loss last week of .$5,633,000, 
which sum very nearly corresponds with 
the loss as estimated upon the basis of 
the traceable movements of money dur- 
ing the week, there being a difference of 
only $465,600... The required reserve was 
'reduced through the decrease in deposits 
by $2,530,875, which sum, deducted from 
the loss of cash, left $3,102,185 as the 
reduction in surplus reserve to $26,251,- 
075. Computed upon the basis of de- 
posits, less those of $23,487,100 public 
funds, the surplus is $32,110,350. The 
decrease of $2,454,000 in loans, as above 
stated, was probably due to the liquida. 
tion of speculative accounts in the stock 
market during the week, the result of the 
unfavSrable reports as to the yield of 
corn.

Under the head of animal husbandry 
the following courses are given: Breeds 
of live stock and poultry, care and man- 
agement of live stock and poultry, breed- 
ing, feeung, animal proportions and 
functions, and dairying. 

These courses of study are not merely 
theoretical. They ure made intensely 
practical and the student is given prac- 
tical illustrations for everything he is 
taught out of the text books. The area 
of seven acres on the campus and the 
university farm of 130 acres in easy 
reach of the campus are used for experi- 
mentation and illustration, the former 
on the intensive and the latter on he 
extensive scale.

A Sample Cotton Field. 

Last year Professor Johnson planted 
R 4 of cotton on the campus area 
and the students watched its growth, 
studied the methods used in its cujtiva- 
tion, and gained knowledge therefrom. 
The field embraced one and four-fifths 
acres and the crop yielded 4,500 pounds 
of seed cotton. The Pullnot variety of 
cotton seed was-used in the planting of 
this field. A careful account of tne ex- 
penses was kept and they amounted to 
$58.60. .ne cotton brought $154.60 on 
the market, showing a nef profit of $96. 

The methods of cultivation of this 
crop was as follows: The ground was 
ploughed in April with a disc plow to 
the depth of twelve incnes. It was then 
thoroughly harrowed and an application 
of 200 pounds. of commercial fertilizers 
was broadeast and harrowed in. The 
rows were run off ranging in width from 
3% to 6 feet. Then an application of 
200 pounds more was made in the rows. 
The eotton was planted and chopped out 
to a stand, varying from one foot to two 
feet apart. The whole field was given 
frequent and flat cultivation. Tais was 
under the direct daily observation of the 
classes, and the students, in. connection 
With Professor Johnson, planned and dl- 
rected its eultivation. 

One of the interesting features in this 
experiment was that of determining the 
Width between the rows and between the 
plants best adapted to the growth of tae 
plant.

The ob- 
‘ject of this experiment is to show the 
difference in the habits of growth of
